A tire with every evidence of in­ 
cendiarism occurred about 10 o ’clock 
Tuesday night a t 101« T hird street.

helm home. 
Mr. Seybert ate his sup­ 
per by himself at 7 o'clock and leaving 
the dishes on the the dining room 
table went up town at 
8:30, staying 
until nearly 10 o'clock at the Geo 
Read x Son’s livery barn. 
Frank 
Dornblaser 
and 
Howan 
Owen, students a t Dixon college, wert 
sitting 
on the porch at t he Greei 
home when they saw a flash and blaze 
in the house adjoining where Mr. 
Seybert lives. 
T he boys 
tried the 
door of the house and 
finding 
it 
locked 
decided to notify the lire be­ 
fore departm ent forcing an entrance. 
Running to Pinkler's re sta uran t they 
told them to call the d epa rtm en t and 
hastened back to the lire accompanied 
by Al. Woodyatt. 
I he people at 
the resta urant had 
considerable difficulty in getting the 
Central Union telephone office so that 
the (ire depa rtm en t was delayed at 
least fifteen minutes, in getting to the 
fire. 
In the mean tim e tlie boys with 
the aid of Frank Schmucker forced an 
entrance into the burning house and 
with two lines of garden hose put the 
lire out. 
When the fire d e pa rtm en t 
arrived the smouldering carpets and 
furniture was thrown out doors. 
The origin of the fire was self-evi­ 
dent. 
Some one had broken into t he 
cellar and taking a t wo and a half gal­ 
lon can of gasoline from a shelf in t he

Seed Women in Politi< v 


Under a representative government, 
the execution of law is absolutely de­ 
pendent on public sentiment. 
We 
may have any amount of good leglNla 
tion on the statue book, hut it is in 
effective and futile if not sustained by 
public sentiment. But who forms this 
public sentiment that stands behind 
the law? Ask the, policemen, or any­ 
one concerned In law-enforcement,and 
he will tell you I he public sentiment 
which counts is that which is record 
ed by the ballot. 
But half the com­ 
munity is silent when these questions 
are decided. 
In many of these fights 
for righteousness which the Watch 
and Ward society has waged, I have 
longed deeply that the wives, mothers 
and sisters might have a vote. I will not 
say that they have not influence now, 
but it is imperfect, inadequate and In­ 
direct. 
Asa rule, men manage the 
business, and women the homes; there 
fore men see that the laws relat ing to 
property are sharpely and strongly 
carried out, hut the laws relating to 
the protection of the home and of 
public morals are ineffectively en 
forced. 
If women could vote, i am 
sure that thisothei part of legislation 
would be carried out also. 
At present 
if a man steals, the police chase him 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 
If 
he only ruins the daughters of the 
poor, lie is riot pursued with half the 
zeal of severity. 
But it is said that women are not 
ali good: that many women would 
turn out to defend the saloons and 
other evil resorts. 
Now, I 
am 
not 
worrying about the bad woman, 
in 
the saloons there are nine men to one 
woman, and In the churches two or 
three women to one man. 
I have no 
fear or any incursion of evil if women 
were allowed to register their moral 
earnestness at the polls. 
I advocate 
the ballot for women not so much a 
privilege as a duty—not because they 
want it so much, but because we need 
them sorely. 
1 long to have them al­ 
lowed to have their voice heard in 
favor of those things that are just, 
true, pure, lovely arid of good report 
in tliis great light that is always going 
on between light and darkness
